C ups and howls a re placed, a n u m ­ 
ber of them together, in oval sag g ers 
ranged on ch in a rings to keep them 
straight. 
T hese rings must he p ro p er­ 
ly covered w ith ground flint to p re ­ 
vent. them a d h erin g to the w are b u r­ 
dened ui)on them. 
T he sa g g e rs when 
full a re piled one over the o th e r m ost 
carefully In th e oven, so as to allow 
the p ressu re to he* equalized as m uch 
as possible. 
T his is ab so lu tely n eces­ 
sary. as. when the oven is heated, 
to a w hite heat, the least irreg u larity 
of hearing m ight cause a pile to topple 
on one side and possibly affect th e 
firing of the whole oven, cau sin g a 
great am ount of loss.

Ancient Newspapers in the State 
brary Tell of Barbarous Sen­ 
tences Given Soldiers. 
Columbus, D ecem ber 15.— (Special ) 


— Peculiar and cruel punishm ents in­ 


flicted on soldiers of the U nited S tates 


arm y early in the* last century are de­ 
scribed in a valuable find of old n ew s­ 
papers m ade by S ta te L ibrarian 
Gai- 
breath. 
T he W eekly Recorder, published 
at 
Chillicothe, 1814-1820, was the first re­ 
ligious weekly published in America. 
It was founded by J o h n Andrews, 
a 
P resbyterian m inister. 
It 
was 
su s­ 
pended in 1821, but revived 
in 
P itts­ 
burg January, 1822. as the P ittsb u rg 
Recorder, later styled th** Presbyterian 
Banner. 
In addition to religious intelligence, 
contains m any item s of local and 
secular interest. T he follow ing is from 
the issue of July 12. 1814: 
“By a general co u rt martial lately 
held in this town, 27 soldiers of 
the 
toited S tates arm y w ere tried 
and 
convicted of desertion and other m is­ 
demeanors. Five of them w ere sentenc- 
to be shot, and the rest of various 
punishm ents according to apparent ag­ 
gravations of th eir 
offenses. 
Those 
who had received 
tho 
sentence 
of 
ath w ere executed last Friday even 
ing in the p resen ce of the soldiery 
and of a considerable assem blage of 
people who had been disposed to at 
tend as w itnesses of th e tragical spec­ 
tacle.” 
A few old copies of the Ohio Patriot, 
published at Lisbon, ().. have been pre­ 
sented to tho s ta te 
library by 
Dr. 
C. IC. Rice, of Alliance, O. T h e follow­ 
ing, published in the P a trio t of August 
3, 1814. from a Chillicothe exchange, 
also reveals the stern spirit of those 
“good old tim es: ' 
“ We are informed th a t 26 soldiers of 
the United S tates 
arm y 
have been 
tried by the general court martial, now 
convened a t this 
place, 
and 
found 
guilty of desertion, five of whom are 
sentenced to be shot.” 
Among the crim inals was a soldier 
name'! Daniel G arter, who 
formerly 
lived on the L ittle Miami, near to Cin­ 
cinnati, and where has has now a wife 
and several childn ti, but who 
sine 
his desertion has so crippled himself 
as not to he ald** 
to 
walk 
without 
crutches. This m an was sentenced 
bo branded on tho cheek with the let 
ter D, to have his right e ar cut off and 
his head shaved, and then drum med 
out of camp, which sentence was put 
into execution on W ednesday l a s t 
In 
this crippled and lacerated situation 
ho was publicly drum m ed through the 
st rets of the town 
“The most of the o th er criminals, we 
are informed, are sentenced to be pick 
cled, a mode of punishm ent which is 
inflicted by compelling tho culprit to 
stand with 
his heel upon 
a 
sharp 
pointed stick. It is much to be regret 
ted that corporal punishm ent by whip 
ping has been abolisher] in our arm ies 
as by this m eans new and barbarous 
modes have been introduced which are 
disgraceful to h um anity.”

m an who, for BO year* o r more, was 
n e v er seen on tho s tr e e ts of Cleveland 
without a bask. t on his arm. 
in bis 
younger days tit** basket held pop­ 
corn. 
In th** d ay s of his prosperity 
it often held bank n o te s o r stock cor 
tideates, 
ll** often used it us a shop­ 
pin g bag. 
But w h a tev e r its contents, 
h e was never w ithout it. 
Mr. Lewis was born in Pennsylvania 
in 1822, being 82 y e ars old at the time 
of bis death, 
ll** c a m e to Cleveland 
in 1V37. 
‘He was a bright, energetic young 
fe llo w ,” said Col, O. J. Hodge, who bus 
know n him well for n early 60 years. 
"S oon afte r com ing hero he began to 
sell popcorn, 
c a rry in g 
the 
basket 
w hich afterw ard s m ad e him so well 
known. 
H e was alw ay s a t th** dock 
w hen a steam b o at arrived. 
His live 
ly, anim ated way m ad e him popular 
and h e sold much popoorn and m ade 
money.

St. C lair street, w h e re th o hardwar* 
■tore o f tho George W orthington com­ 
p an y now stands. 
Ho built a double house then, on Iii** 
c o rn e r of Perry s tre e t and Euclid ave­ 
nue, and occupied it for m any years. 
He becam e a sort of public charac­ 
ter, and was alw ays w riting som ething 
for new spapers. 
In 1875 or 1876 he

Ancient Newspapers in the State Li 
brary Tell of Barbarous Sen­ 
tences Given Soldiers. 
Columbus, December 15.— (Special.) 
—Peculiar and cruel punishments in­ 
flicted on soldiers of the United States 
army early in the last century are dt 
scribed in a valuable find of old news­ 
papers made by State Librarian Gal- 
bloath. 
The Weekly Recorder, published at 
Chillicothe, 1814-1820, was the first re­ 
ligious weekly published iii America 
It was founded by John Andrews, 
a 
Presbyterian minister. 
It 
was 
b u s 
pended in 1821, but. revived In Pitts­ 
burg January, 1822, as the Pittsburg 
Recorder, later styled the Presbyterian 
Banner. 
In addition to religious Intelligence, 
it contains many items of local and 
secular interest. The following is from 
the issue of July 12, 1814: 
“By a general court martial lately 
held in this town, 27 soldiers of the 
United States army were tried 
and 
convicted of desertion and other mis­ 
demeanors. Five of them were sentenc­ 
ed to be shot, and the rest of various 
punishments according to apparent ag 
gravations of their 
offenses. 
Those 
who had received 
tho 
sentence 
of 
death were executed last Friday even­ 
ing in the presence of the soldiery 
and of a considerable assemblage of 
peoplo who had been disposed to at­ 
tend as witnesses of the tragical spec­ 
tacle.” 
A few old copies of the Ohio Patriot, 
published at Lisbon, O.. have been pre­ 
sented to tho state library by 
Dr 
C. E. Rice, of Alliance, O. The follow­ 
ing, published in the Patriot of August 
3, 1814, from a Chillicothe exchange, 
also reveals the stern spirit of those 
“good old times:''

Ho ii it 11 many eccentricities 
and wits rather intimately acquainted 
with hundreds of tit** older citizens of 
Cleveland. 
II** is remembered tis a 
man who, for 50 years or more, was 
never seen on the streets of Cleveland 
without a basket on ins arm. 
In bis 
younger days the basket beld pop­ 
corn. 
In tilt' days of bis prosperity 
it often held bank notes or stock cor 
ti flea (es. 
lh* often used ii as a shop 
ping bag. 
Hut whatever its contents, 
he was never without it. 
Mr. Lewis was born in Pennsylvania 
in 1822, being 82 years old at the time 
of bis death. 
He came to Cleveland 
in 1837. 
“He was a bright, energetic young 
fellow,” said Col. <) J. Hodge, who bas 
known him well for nearly 60 years. 
“Soon after coming here he began to 
sell popcorn, 
carrying 
th*' 
basket 
which afterwards made him so well 
known. He was always at tin* dock 
when a steamboat arrived. 
His live 
ly. animated way made him popular 
and bo sold much popcorn and made 
money. 
Soon he began loaning small 
sums and thus made more. 
After a 
few years In* established a bank on 
St. Clair street, where (lit* hardwan 
store of tho George Worthington corn 
pany now stands. 
Ho built a double bouse then, on the 
corner of Perry street and Euclid avt*- 
nuo, and occupied if for many years. 
He became a sort of public charac­ 
ter, and was always writing something 
for newspapers. 
In 1875 or 1876 he 
lost a lawsuit and became indignant 
at the jury. The result was that he 
demanded a change In jury system 
I c o o p e ra te d with him, and secured 
tin* passage of a bill through the leg 
islature doing away with tho appoint­ 
ing of jurors by councilmen and es 
tablishing the present system of choos­ 
ing them by lot ffom a wheel full of 
names, 
lit* was always proud of fin 
part he played in securing this limo 
va* ion.” 
At on** time Lewis went to Califor­ 
nia for several years. 
Ho is said to 
have been a government land agent 
there, and to have made a great deal 
of money, which he afterwards kist 
Previously he had been, while in Cleve­ 
land, 
claim 
agent 
for 
Mexican 
war pensions. 
On returning from the 
west fie lived in Corry, Pa., for many 
years. 
He became the owner of the 
old Cross Cut railroad In Pennsylvania, 
buying it at auction for a low figure. 
He afterwards sold out. to the Pennsyl­ 
vania at a handsome profit.

When the energetic Virginia gentle­ 
man who projected a company for 
trading among the Ohio Indians about 
th* middle of the eighteenth century 
selected Christopher Gist aa their ex 
plorer and sent him over the moun­ 
tain* to spy out the land, they gave to 
this region of country one of Its most 
historic 
pioneers. 
Gist came from 
his Carolina home and spent a long 
and wearisome period in traversing 
the then unbroken wilderness which 
covered the Ohio valley. As were all 
who came into this wonderful coun­ 
try, ke was charmed with Its beauty, 
Its fertility and its promise. 
As he 
traveled he sought out a suitable place 
for his own use, and finally decided on 
a tract of land on the western slope 
of th* Alleghenies. It was nesrby the 
trail leading from Virginia over the 
mountains to the Monongahela, and 
was very favorably situated in all re­ 
spects. 
The mountain slopes were 
gradual, the general aspect of the land 
being that of a high rolling country. 
Nearby were various streams, which 
together with the trails leading in 
several directions made the place easy 
of access for those times. 
Nearby 
w ert the rugged mountains, with their 
fastnesses, defiles and gorges. There 
was abundant fishing and much game 
la the neighborhood. The land itself 
When cleared was abundantly fertile. 
In short, th# situation was quite such 
a one as would please the fancy of so 
remarkable pioneer as Christopher 
G ist 
There are not now visible, so far as 
Is known, any appreciable remains of 
Gist’s famous plantation, but Its loca­ 
tion is generally understood. 
By the 
landmarks of the present day it can 
be identified as having been In Fay­ 
ette county, Pa., on what are now 
known as the Mount Braddock lands. 
Just near by its site ar* two stations 
on the Southwest Pennsylvania rail­ 
road bearing the names of. Gist and 
Mount Braddock. 
The sites of Dun­ 
bar’s camp and the grave of Coulon 
de Jumonvllle are not far distant. The 
nearest large town is the county seat, 
Uniontown. 
On 
the 
Youghlogheny 
some miles away la the famous coke 
region community of Connellsville. 
Only a little more than a dozen miles 
away over the mountains 
are the 
Great Meadows, so famous for their 
connection with the early m ilitary life 
of Georg* Washington. 
To such a place, with all the hope 
which rises in th* heart of the man 
who locates In a new and promising 
land, cam* Christopher Gist soon after 
he had made his famous explorations 
in the great valleys to th e westward. 
To this plantation Gist Induced several 
families of Sootch-Irleh blood to com* 
and sMtl* near bim. 
Among these 
companions in the wilderness were 
his son-in-law, named Cromwell, and 
th* Stewart family, whoso name w a s 
given to the ford of the Youghlogheny 
where Connellsville now stands, which 
for generation* was known na Stew­ 
a rt’s Crossings. 
These new and venturesome settle­ 
ments prospered fairly well till the 
(rid French war filled the forests with 
armies and bloodthirsty savages and 
devastated all the region. Olst’s plan­ 
tation was the scene of several stir­ 
ring events during that long and 
bloody struggle for supremacy. 
In the early summer of 1754 a tired 
little army of toiling Virginia troops, 
clad In plain garb and armed with 
rifles, appeared coming out of the 
woods from the eastward. 
At their 
head was the tall and stately figure of 
th# young Virginia commander, George 
Washington. 
The 
party formed 
a 
camp and began to entrench them ­ 
selves. 
They had recently attacked 
and destroyed a French party out from 
Fort Duquesne, and they knew that 
vengeance would be attempted. While 
they were busily engaged on their 
rude 
fortification 
friendly 
Indiana 
brought warnings of an approaching 
French 
attack. 
Meantime 
several 
Ohio Indians came and spent three or 
four days In councils, which proved 
futile, for the rascals were French 
Miles. 
Omens of Impending danger so 
thickened that Washington called bls 
offlce-s to a council of war, which was 
held In Glat’e cabin. 
It was decided 
to abandon the position and fall back 
to a more defensible one. 
Orders 
were given and the sorry company 
began Its march toward the mountains 
In search of a better poeitlon. 
Gist 
himself found it wisest to retreat from 
bls plantation about this time. which 
be did, leaving some friendly Indians 
to watch over his possessions. 
The next visitors to the place were 
the French, who had come out to at­ 
tack Washington. 
This visit was on 
July 2, just tw o days before the fa­ 
mous battle In the nearby Laurel billa. 
The Frenchmen expected to find the 
plao* occupied and, It la said, actually 
opened fire on the half-completed 
works before they discovered thut 
there was no one in them. 
Aa they 
fend been m arching through a heavy 


rain they halted here and encamped, 
all drenched as they were. Then they 
prosed on toward the mountain passes, 
and when, a few days later, they re­ 
turned victorious they halted at the 
plantation long enough to burn all tho 
buildings and departed toward their 
famous little fort, leaving all behind 
them a scene of desolation. 
Of the future history of Gist’s plan­ 
tation there Is but little direct record 
in contemporary documents. Its later 
fortunes are obscure. It is known that 
Gist himself did not remain in that 
vicinity very many years. Today there 
Is but little at the spot to recall the 
stirring events of its settlement and 
early years. 
It is all now peaceful 
enough, with agricultural and indus­ 
trial surroundings, very little like the 
place It was when English, French and 
Indiana marched and fought around it

We are Just now toying with wire­ 
less telegraphs and telephones and be­ 
ginning to plan how we may put on 
wings and soar through the air, yet sd 
accustomed have we become to won­ 
ders that aside from the novelty ot 
the prospect we are not In any way 
surprised. 
We 
know 
the 
modern 
march of progress must lead us out 
along these lines and are only waiting 
for the day to come. 
But there was 
a period in the years when our fathers 
were making their hard struggle to 
conquer this wilderness and make It 
a civilized country when such Im­ 
provements as we now enjoy, or look 
forward to, were not dreamed of, and 
when the coming of even so slow and 
prosaic an affair as the old canal was 
the wonder of the ages. 
Go back with me to the times when 
the travel and traffic of this new land 
was at the mercy of rough mountain 
roads and rivers which were generally 
either flooded or dried up. Then came 
the daring genius who declared that 
canals could be dug which would a1 
ways furnish safe and easy transpor­ 
tation of both passengers and freight 
This seemed to many people an lmpos 
Bible and foolish undertaking, hut 
genius and progress always finally 
win out, and so the canals came. 
We are now far past their era. Here 
and there may be found a canal still 
in operation, but such are only tho 
reminders of other days. As we travel 
In our fast palace trains today we 
often see alongside the track the 
abandoned bed of the old canal, some­ 
times full of muck and rushes, the sol 
ltary home of the frog and the lizard. 
In some cases the old canal beds have 
been drained out and In them built 
the tracks of the railroad, so that the 
passing traveler at f>0 miles an hour 
looks out on the grassy towpath along 
which the old-time canalboat team 
lazily went a t ever so many Inches an 
hour.

WHO FIREO THE FIRST SHOTT 


Some Historian* Give George Week 
Ington th* Credit; Other* Refute IL 
(Copyright I M by A ntiricin f r i l l Association.] 
A century and a half ago the French 
and Indian war stirred the echoes of 
the American forests from the Ohio 
to the St. Lawrence, crossed the ooesn 
and soaked the fields of Europe Id 
blood for seven years. This trem en­ 
dous struggle wa* begun ta th* moun­ 
tains of Fayette county, Pa., by a 
young Virginia officer named George 
Washington, who was In oommand of 
a small party of Virginians and In­ 
dians. He was Informed of the hiding 
place of a party of Frenchmen from 
Fort Duquesne, who had come out to 
spy on the movements of such English 
people as might be in motion among 
the mountains of western Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Following the hint of the warning 
Washington and his little band trav­ 
eled all night and In the morning came 
upon the French troops hidden in s 
ravine. The firing began at once, and 
it has always been a question of great 
interest as to whose hand actually 
/ired the first shot 
Sumo historians plainly say that on 
sighting the French and seeing them 
run to their arms, Washington gave 
the order tcvflre and at the same mo­ 
ment tired what was the first shot of 
the war.

with saying, what was probably the 
case, that the young commander gave 
the command to fire and it was In­ 
stantly obeyed. Thus can it still be 
said that Washington fired the first 
shot of the old French war.

HOA' BIG STEEL TUBES ARE BUILT 
IN THE RIVER’S BED. 


Mr. and Mrs. H enry N. "Rawson of 
Cleveland lately made an interesting 
trip of 204 miles from Cleveland to 
Erie, during w blcb they kept accurate 
track of every atop, repair and also of 
the gasoline consumption. 
The average mileage for tbs entire 
Journey w as 12 3-10 miles per bour. In 
eluding stops, and 15 1-10 miles while 
actually under way. 
The repairs consisted of the blowing 
up of ooe tire, tightening nut on the 
bigb speed d u tch and removing of the 
mud guard. The engine never stopped 
on the trip. The total time of the trip 
was IO hours 35 minutes, stopping 
time 8 hours 5 minutes and running 
tim e 18 hours 30 minutes.

When the present Hudson river tun­ 
nel plans, projected and iu process of 
construction, are completed, M anhat­ 
tan Island will be connected with the 
Jersey shore by three tubes under the 
bed of ti # river—two designed for trol­ 
ley traffic and the double tunnel of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, through which 
heavy trains of Pullmans will be draw n 
by electric motors. 
W. G. McAdoo, president of the two 
corporations wblcb are building the 
trolley tunnels, stated recently that, 
barring accidents, It would be possible 
to walk under the Hudson from New 
York to Jersey City e a rly ln m n . 
At 
the present rate of progress the north 
tube should be finished by the end of 
February. The south tube, which will 
be about a mile distant from the one 
now nearing completion, it is believed 
will be constructed with much greater 
rapidity than the first, and, if th e hopes 
of Mr. McAdoo are realized, electric 
cars, either singly or In trains, will be 
running nuder the Hudson in two 
years. 
The reasons for believing th at the 
work on the south tube will go forw ard 
more rapidly than the work on its pred­ 
ecessor are th a t greater improvements 
have been made in the shield with 
which the work of tunneling under wa 
ter is accomplished. 
The shield used 
a t present is a cylinder thirteen feet 
long and tw enty feet In diam eter, fur­ 
nished with a hardened steel cutting 
edge. 
A few feet behind the cutting 
edge is a steel bead In which are nine 
doors, and around the edge of the shield 
are sixteen hydraulic jacks which force 
the shield ahead In the mud. 
When rock w as encountered, soon a ft­ 
er the present company began work, 
the old shield had to be altered In order 
to render it suitable for drilling and 
blasting outside the cham ber used for 
advancing the shield tunnel in the mud 
previously encountered.

or peak w as built out in front of the 
cutting edge of the shield in such a way 
th at it supported the earth abovd while 
drilling and blasting w ent on beneath. 
Two new shields have been built ex­ 
pressly for excavating the south tube 
aud equipped w ith every device that 
experience in digging the north tube 
has suggested, and the work will be ad­ 
vanced from both sides of the river. 
In front of the shield are drills oper­ 
ated by compressed air, and hydraulic 
and pneumatic power are used to ad­ 
vance it. T he tunnel and the working 
cham bers In the shield and in front of 
It are lighted by electricity. The work 
a t all stages la perform ed in compress­ 
ed air a t a pressure ju st sufficient to 
counterbalance the pressure of the w a­ 
ter above. This pressure varies accord­ 
ing to the depth of the w ater to be kept 
back, the maximum being thirty six 
pounds to the square inch above the 
normal air pressure a t sea level. 
The method of excavating and lining 
the tunnel la very simple. The doors of 
the compartments of the shield having 
been opened, it la pushed forw ard into 
tho comparatively soft mud tw euty-five 
Inches, the displaced material entering 
its compartments. The men within the 
air lock then remove the material, and 
when the interior of the shield Is clear 
a number of the arc shaped sections of 
cast steel which form the skin of the 
tunnel are bolted Into connection with 
the previously constructed tube In the 
form of a ring of a w idth equal ta the 
length of the shove. 
Thus every 
advancem ent 
of 
the 
shield, with the structural work that fol­ 
lows, adds about two feet to the com­ 
pleted tunnel. When working In rock, 
however, drilling, blasting and clearing 
aw ay the debris In front of the shield 
necessarily precede the shove. The men 
while at this work are protected by the 
rocky wall all around them and by the 
projecting jwak of the shield above.

When the present Hudson river tun­ 
nel plans, projected aud In process of 
construction, are completed, M anhat­ 
tan Island will be Connected with the 
Jersey shore by three tithes under the 
bed of ti # river two designed for trol­ 
ley traffic and the double tunnel of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, through which 
heavy trains of Pullm ans will be drawn 
by electric motors. 
\V. G. McAdoo, president of the two 
corporations which are building the 
trolley tunnels, stated recently that, 
barring accidents, it would be possible 
to walk under the Hudson from New 
York to Jersey City eurlyln 1904.

The south tube, which will

They were 
saved from death, but the punish 
ment. of universal hatred was visited 
on them . 
An atta in t of treason was 
m ade on all who had gone Into exile 
and their property w as forfeited to 
the state, but It Is related that after 
th e war was finished some of them 
had nerve enough to venture hack, get 
th e attain d er removed, and succeeded 
In having their property restored to 
them .

AN OLD TOMAHAWK. 


Once the Weapon of an Indian Chief 
Now a Relic Much Prized.

For m any years th e w riter has had 
th e privilege of spending his sum m er 
vacations In the G eorgian bay region 
of Lake Huron, In th e ancient home 
of th e H uron Indians. 
T his is a land 
full of legends and traditions of the 
red m en who w ere its form er lords. 
T here are now living th ere th e rem ­ 
n an ts of once pow erful tribes of Chip­ 
pew as. Ojibas 
and 
Iroquois, whose 
sto ries of olden tim es a re very full of 
Interest. In this region are also many 
relics of the bygone greatn ess of tho 
red tribes who once roam ed its for­ 
ests and lakes. 
A goodly num ber of 
th ese the w riter has added to his col­ 
lection of curiosities from year to 
year and greatly prizes them . 
Among those relics th ere hangs on 
my library wall an old rusty tom a­ 
haw k which was taken a few years 
ago, together with a pipe and beads 
and o th er things, from th e grave of an 
old Indian chief who had laid buried 
for many, many years in the sands 
along tho shores of G eorgian bay. The
